It it, 
known that only four or five got out 
before tho explosion, The fire caught 
from n flash of gun powder, and the 
mon remained to put out tho flame*.— 
One report says Mr. Dunn and thirty 
volunteers wont down to assist in put- 
ting out tho (ire, about twenty minutes 
before tho explosion occurred, at which 
time it was supposed all tho men wero 
near tho flames, aud that many, if not 
all, wero killed ut once by tho explo- 
sion.
